rett ho me this mo rning, the lo cal p o ­ 
lice were no tified and were so o n o u t 
o n the search o f the 
ro bbers. 
The 
au tho rities in all o f the su rro u nding 
cities were no tified. 
W o rd w as receiv ed fro m Greens­ 
bu rg this afterno o n 
abo u t 
three 
o ’clo ck th at three tram p s had been 
arrested by the p o lice a t the Big Fo u r 
statio n ju st as they were getting o ff 
o f an ex tra grav el train. As so o n as 
the Greensbu rg p o lice were no tified 
th at it was tho u ght th at the thiev es 
were headed that way , they watched 
the Big Fo u r statio n clo sely and were 
rewarded fo r their watchfu lness. 
It 
later dev elo p ed th at the three 
men 
were wanted there fo r co mmitting a 
theft a few day s ago . 
It is said that 
they also entered a ho u se there and 
sto le sev eral v alu able articles. 
The 
Greensbu rg p o lice sent wo rd here that 
they wo u ld deal 
with the 
ro bbers 
there and wo u ld then 
send them to 
Ru shv ille so that they co u ld be p u n­ 
ished here. 
While James B arrett was walking 
aro u nd in an u p p er strata o f air this 
mo rning, du e to the fact that Ju dge 
Will Sp arks had su sp ended his six 
mo nths jail sentence, ro bbers were 
leisu rely taking 
abo u t 
all o f the 
clo thes which he o wned. 
They sto le 
two go o d su its o f 
clo thes, a light 
sp ring o v erco at, fo rty 
c e nts in mo ney 
and all o f the clean co llars in the 
ho u se. 


A fter co mmitting the theft, they 
rep aired to a nearby barn and chang­ 
ed, leav ing their o ld clo thes in the. 
barn. 
Fo rtu nately there were three 
p ieces o f wearing ap p arel taken so 
that no o ne o f the ro bbers was co m­ 
p elled to su ffer. 
The 
change was 
made rather hastily as o ne nickel and 
ten p ennies were fo u nd in the p ants 
p o cket o f o ne o f the su its left behind. 
Mrs. B arrett’s p o tato es were ro t­ 
ting and thereby hangs the tale o f the 
ro bbery . 
She went o v er to the ho me 
o f her mo ther-in-law nearby to bo r­ 
ro w so me p o tato es and say s that she 
was no t go ne o v er ten minu tes, in 
which time the ro bbery was co mmit­ 
ted. 
She retu rned to find 
that the. 
ho u se had been tho ro u ghly ransack­ 
ed, ev ery draw er and clo set hav ing 
been o p ened and the co ntents ex am ­ 
ined carefu lly . 
She no tified the p o ­ 
lice o f the theft immediately . 


A fter the ro bbery had been co m­ 
mitted all o f the neighbo rs in the 
v icinity o f the B arrett ho me remem­ 
bered that a su sp icio u s lo o king ch ar­ 
acter sat in a p o rch swing at a v a­ 
cant ho u se near there all mo rnnig.

City men , from politician s an d 
coupon clippers up to plumbers, phy­ 
sician s an d electrician s, can do n o 
better for their children an d for the 
future of the world than to sen d their 
son s (an d daug hters) to atten d the 
g reat ag ricultural colleg es of the 
coun try. 
An d this is the time of year to 
thin k about is; for, besides fin ishin g 
his “prep.” school, it is quite n eces­ 
sary that the city boy work a season 
on a farm before he matriculates at 
an ag ricultural colleg e. 
If he does n ot do this, the city 
youn g man is very likely to be con ­ 
sidered a milksop an d become the 
butt of his schoolmates. 
This workin g on farms durin g the 
summer vacation is an excellen t thin g 
to 
con tin ue 
throug h 
the 
colleg e 
course. 
The city boy, by g oin g on e 
season to the truck fields, an other 
to the wheat harvest an d a third to 
the stock farm, can thus g ain a store 
of practical kn owledg e equal or su­ 
perior to that of the boy who spen ds 
all his vacation on his father’s farm. 
The profession s of the city today 
are n ot on ly badly overcrowded, but 
some of the formerly hon ored ways 
of acquirin g wealth are losin g class. 
Acceptin g “busin ess opportun ities”, 
in exchan g e for political in fluen ce, 
takin g fees 
for 
settlin g people’s 
quarrels or charg in g prin cely sums 
for the use of on e’s n ame in fin an ­ 
cial matters are n ot in as hig h re­ 
pute as formerly. 
In an other g en eration 
these 
an d 
man y other refin ed ways of g ettin g 
somethin g for n othin g may have 
ceased to be respectable. 
Producin g thin g s must n ecessarily 
con tin ue to g row in repute as the 
public is awaken ed to the fact that 
the con sumer pays for everybody an d 
everythin g . 
Of the productive in dustries ag ri­ 
culture is about the on ly on e wherein 


the big fish do n ot eat up the little 
on es. 
Not on ly from the stan dpoin t 
of hon or, but also as a chan ce for 
fin an cial g ain , farmin g is a 
pretty 
safe occupation for the comin g g en ­ 
eration . 
If the presen t ratio of g rowth con ­ 
tin ues, New York City in 19 50 will 
haw a population of over n in eteen 
million s, while the town s an d villag es 
of our most exclusively ag ricultural 
states would con tain over two-thirds 
of the State’s population . 
In reality n o such con dition of af­ 
fairs will come to pass; 
for, while 
scien tific ag riculture has 
materially 
in creased, the productive power of 
labor, the in crease in the 
yield 
of 
plan t an d an imal products, un like the 
prog ress of mechan ics, is n ot an ac­ 
celeratin g ratio, but has fairly well- 
marked limitation s. 
Should the phesen t rat of crowdin g 
in to the cities an d the prevailin g in ­ 
dustrial system con tin ue 
un til 
our 
children were old men , a day’s labor 
in the factory would scarcely buy a 
loaf of bread, an d fruits an d meats 
would become the exculsive luxuries 
of the rich* 
But such dire con sequen ces can n ot 
an d will n ot result; in stead, the tide 
will turn back to the lan d. 
The coun try youth will, however, 
con tin ue to crowd in to the cities lon g 
after the city people have recog n ized 
that ag riculture offers g reater oppor­ 
tun ities. 
The solution is n ot to preach con ­ 
ten tmen t to the ambitious farm boy, 
for the g rass always looks g reen er a 
little further on , an d the farm boy 
will bran d such doctrin e as an effort 
to shut him out of the g ood thin g s of 
life. 
So let the coun try con tin ue to pour 
its fresh blood in to the city; mean ­ 
while sen d the city boy to the ag ricul­ 
tural colleg e, from which he may re­ 
turn to the soil an d take back a g ood, 
fresh supply of city brain with him.

THE COMET’ S TAIL 


Its Conta c t W ith the Ea rth Produc e d 


B rillia nt Aurora l Lights . 
Chicag o, May 19 .—A messag e from 
the Yerkes observatory at Williams 
Bay reports that the comet’s tail hit 
the earth for the first time at about 
9 :30 o’clock last n ig ht with brillian t 
auroral lig hts. 
The scien tists assembled at the ob­ 
servatory 
secured 
excellen t 
photo­ 
g raphs of the lig hts. Prof. Mitchell of 
Columbia 
un iversity 
declared 
the 
lig hts were the direct result of the 
comet. 
Three sun -spots, con siderably 
accen tuated, were observed by astron ­ 
omers at the Yerkes observatory at 4 
o’clock yesterday aftern oon . 
Thousan ds of Chicag oan s paid n o at­ 
ten tion to the reassuran ces of the sci­ 
en tists, but passed the day in dread 
of what the n ig ht mig ht brin g . 
Even 
while they were rejectin g the theory 
that the cyan og en g as in the comet’s 
tail would have an evil effect on all 
life on the earth, they were con cern ed 
with other possible effects. 
At the 
Yerkes observatory elaborate arran g e­ 
men ts h ad‘been ma le for observation 
of all phen omen a in the sky. An open - 
air battery of telescopes had been set 
on the lawn of the observatory, an d in 
addition to these all the telescopes 
there were leveled on the sky. 
Four­ 
teen telescopes an d sixteen cameras 
were train ed skyward, with distin ­ 
g uished scien tists an d their assistan ts 
ready to n ote the phen omen a of the 
celestial visitor.

CUBA FEARS 
REVOLUTION 


Blowing Up of Barracks the 


First Overt Act. 


A HUNDRED SOLDIERS KILLED 


PAYS RESPECTS TO 


CIVIC FEDERATION 


President of Manufacturers' As­ 


sociation Speaks Plainly. 


Ne w York, May 19 .—Before the Na­ 
tional M anufacturers’ association clos­ 
ed its convention at the Waldorf-As­ 
to ria 
last 
evening, 
President 
Jo hn 
Kirby, jr., who had just been re-elect­ 
ed, paid his respects to the Civic Fed­ 
eratio n in the direct language he is ac­ 
customed to use. 
He was co ngratu­ 
lating the M anufacturers’ association 
on its usefulnesss and success, and he 
added: 
“When we consider that the 
American Federatio n of l abor, with 
the Civic Federatio n behind it, has all 
it can do to hold its own, we ought to 
feel that we have accomplished some 
thing in reaching a point where we can 
at least have some liberty in the m an­ 
agement of o ur affairs.” 
Mr. Kirby said that lie did not want 
to hurt the feelings of any member of 
the Civic Federatio n who might b( 
present, 
but 
that 
his 
words 
must 
stand, as they expressed what he b 
lieved. 
He dec!ar<d the Civic Feder 
aticn was the chief asset of the Feder 
ation of Labor. 
The association adopted resolutions 
recommending the 
establishm ent of 
perm anent residences for American 
am bassado rs abroad, and approving 
the activities of the Peace Society. In 
a long detailed series of reso lutio ns of 
industrial indemnity insurance which 
was adopted were these: 
“That an 
equitable, voluntarily mutually 
con­ 
tributo ry indemnity system, auto m ati­ 
cally providing indemnity for victims 
of industrial accidents and their de­ 
pendents, is required to reduce waste, 
litigation and friction 
and to meet 
o ther requirem ents of an enlightened 
industrial nation. 
“That we recommend to your mem 
ber3 the inauguratio n with the leas* 
possible delay of a system of volun­ 
tary, mutually co ntributo ry industrial 
accident indemnity insurance, this sys * 
tern to be elastic enough to provide for 
vo luntary co ntributo ry sickness, old 
age and death insurance, if later deem 
ed advisable." 
The resolutions also authorized the 
president and directo rs to arrange for 
the establishm ent of such a plan and 
provided for the establishm ent of a 
departm ent for the prevention of in 
dustrial accidents. 


Three Thousand Pounds of Dynamite 


at Barracks at Pinar del Rio Let Go 


W ith Awful Consequences— Govern­ 


ment Insists Explosion W a s an A c­ 


cident, but Suspicion Points Toward 


Revolutionists. 


Havana, May 19 .—At 3 o’clock W ed­ 
nesday afterno o n the barracks of the 
rural guards a t Pinar del Rio were 
blown up and 100 persons were killed. 
Owing to the race disturbances the 
dynamite being used on the various 
public works in that section had been 
collected and sto red in the barracks, 
the quantity there being 3,000 pounds. 
Orders had been given for the removal 
of the dynamite to the regular powder 
magazines, and the go vernment re­ 
ports state tnat the explosion occurred 
while this was being done. 
However, 
as W ednesday w as the day fixed by the 
negro co nspirato rs for an uprising, 
the ea rth ’s entering the tail of the 
comet to be the signal for the begin­ 
ning 
of the revolution, m any entertain 
the belief that the explosion was the 
first overt act of the revolutionists. 
Several 
special 
trains 
carrying 
tro o ps were at once rushed from Hav­ 
ana to Pinar del Rio. 
General Monte- 
aguda, co m m ander of the rurales, and 
several 
officials 
accompanied 
the 
troops. 
The barracks, in which were 
quartered the rurales, a num ber of 
public 
wo rks 
employes 
and 
offices 
were completely destroyed. Command­ 
ant Ravena, with all his family, and 
the families of o ther officers are among 
the killed. A corporal of rurales is the 
only survivor. 
Many buildings in the vicinity of the 
barracks were wrecked. 
There is the 
mo st intense excitement, both at Pinar 
del Rio and Havana, everyo ne rem em ­ 
bering the abo rtive attem pt to start a 
revolution some time ago by m urder­ 
ing the sleeping rurales in their bar­ 
racks at Guanabacca, a few' miles from 
Havana, which atro city the late Sen­ 
ato r Morua Delgado instigated. 
The 
negro uprising, which Seno r Esteno3, 
who is now in jail awaiting trial, is al­ 
leged to have been planning, was, it 
is said, arranged to start sim ultane­ 
ously in Pinar del Rio and Santiago 
provinces on the night of May 18. 
The go vernment insists that the ex­ 
plosion was an accident, but m ean­ 
while it is rushing troops to Pinar del 
Rio.

nothing set in the midst of naug ht.” 
In fact, the p henomena of the day - 
ig ht hours of y esterday were far the 
more interesting . 
During the after­ 
noon sun 
sp ots 
were observ ed 
in 
v ary ing numbers about the same hour 
?rom fiv e Western observ atories, but 
the astronomers who recorded them 
were almost unanimous in the belief 
that these disturbances of the solar 
atmosp here “had nothing to do with | 
the ap p roach of the comet and were ! 
merely coincidental. 
Thirty sun sp ots were 
seen from 
St. Louis, of which the larg est was 
estimated to be 150,000 miles across; 
two from San Jose, Cal., with thir­ 
teen surrounding p ores, or 
smaller 
;p ots; 
three “considerably accentu­ 
ated’ sp ots from Chicag o, three con­ 
nected sp ots from Vallejo, Cal., and 
two from Portland, Ore. None of the 
Eastern observ atories had any thing 
f note to rep ort either 
during the 
day or the nig ht. 
At Chicag o and at Williams Bay , 
Wis., where is the g reat Yerkes tele­ 
scop e, the conditions for observ ation 
seemed the best, and the astronomers 
there were confident that the neg ativ e 
as well as the p ositiv e results of their 
ex amination 
would be 
of 
lasting 
scientific v alue. 
The whole p erformance took more 
than fiv e hours. 
Observ ers differ as 
to the ex act time at which the earth 
beg an to p ass throug h the comet’s 
tail, but the g eneral op inion av erag es 
a moment between 10 and 11 o’clock 
last nig ht. 
The combined sp eed of 
th? earth and the fail of the comet 
was estimated at slig htly more than 
forty -six miles a 
second, 
and the 
breadth of the tail is about a million 
miles. 
Friday the comet will become v is­ 
ible ag ain, headed away from us, with 
the tail sticking straig ht up out of 
the western sky , a little abov e the 
sp ot where the sun sinks. There will 
then be no lig ht from the rising sun 
to dim the g lory of (lie sp ectacle and 
it is likely to be fai more majestic 
than in the stag es of the ap p roach. 
At the end of a month, g ood-by for 
another sev enty -fiv e v ears.
